Insurgents Attack and Destroy a Settlement 
in the Vicinity of Havana. 

New YoKK, Jan, 11.— A Bpccial to the 
Sun from Havana si ys : " The sensa- 
tion of the day is that the town of Ar- 
royo, wliicli is only sevun miles from 
Havana, has been taken by the insin-- 
genta. Tho insurgents, numbering 2,000 
men, under Colonel Arango, approaclicd 
Arroyo on Friday night and gent word to 
the Spanish commander to give up the 
place if he desired to avoid niinecessary 
bloodshed. After a abort nonferenco, the 
authorities surrendered the town, and the 
ineurgenta entered in triumph. A few 
momenta later, when the Cubans were 
mai-cliing to the city hall, a prou])of 
Spanish volunteors undertook to attack 
the invaders, fortifying tbeinselves in 
the church, with tho hope o£ receiving 
reinforcements from Havana. As soon 
as they began to carry out their plan tho 
order of attack was given by the Cuban 
leader. After a short engagement, in 
which the Spanish were put to flight, 
the women and children were sent away 
and the town burned by the insur- 
gents." I

Wakiiixgto.n', Jan. 11. — By the new 
treaty signed to-day Great Britain and 

the United States agree, for a term of 
live years, to abide in peace and without 
a resort to arms, all possible questions 
of controveisy being referred to a court 
of arbitration, with the single excep- 
tion that neither nation surrender its 
honor or dignity to the judg- 
ment of arbitration. Later iu tho 
day President Cleveland sent 
tho treaty and his message earnestly ap- 
proving it to the senate. The treaty 
consists of twelve articles, which in 
print would fill about one newspaper 
column. There were few formalities in 
regard to signing the coiivent^ion as the 
signatures were ljut the culminating of a 
negotiation covering many weeks, during 
which a complete understanding had 
been reached on every phase of the sub- 
ject. 

It was felt, however, that the moment 
was an eventful one. Sir ,1 ulian I'aurace- 
fnte, the British ambassador, signed first. 
U. S. Secretary Olncy banded him the 
pen and be sicned one copy of the docu- 
inentsin the lir.5t space. Secretary OIney 
immediately placing bis signature after 
that 01 the iimbassatlor. 'This will be 
known its the British copy, aud it will 
never leave the possession of that gov- 
ernment. Taking up another copy Sec- 
retary Olney signed it first, and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote signed after him. 
Tliis is the United States 
co])y, and will likewise remain in the 
possession of our Government. After 
the Senate has passed upon it, a copy 
will be made of the U. S. original, anil 
this will be used later on in the final ex- 
change of ratifications. Then both of 
the copies were sealed with red wax. 
Secretary Olney impressed bis private 
seal, a simjjle monogram, "Ii.O.,"and 
Sir Julian used his family crest, a lion, 
and tlie ceremonies were complete. 

The meeting was brief and on the re- 
tirement of Sir Julian and Lord Gough, 
first secretary of the British embassy, ■ 
Mr. Olney at once took the signed treaty 
to the Wliite House for the preparation 
of President Cleveland's message trans- 
mitting it to the senate. Tt was under- 
stood during the meeting that its trans- 
mission would betake at once in order 
that-r'.Ttbe.^'^ezeciit^ve^.j^tinctions con- 
nected with the' treaty' should 
be completed at the earliest posible mo- 
ment. Under these circumstances, the 
treaty and the President's message went 
to the senate to-day. 

The twelve articles constituting the 
treaty deal with the subjects which are 
to be submitted to arbitration and the 
manner in which the court of arbitra- 
tion is to be constituted. The language 
used in embracing the subjects to come 
before the court has been choeen with 
the greatest care, and the purpose being 
to make the terms so comprebensivo 
that no fjuestion can arise in the ordin- 
ary dealinus between the two govern- 
ments which will cause a resort Lc. war. 

The article whicU makes an exception 
in the case of an insult to the national 
honor was also so carefully franied that 
ordinary questions which to some ex- 
tent involve a nation's honor cnuld not 
be brought within it. In short, the terms 
of the twelve articles are believed 
by Mr. Olney and Sir Julian (o 
cover every ordinary contingency by 
which a ditrerence could arise between 
the United States and Great Britain. 
Throughout the negotiations the desire 
1)1 both the secretary and the ambassa- 
dor was to make the language so broad 
that when a controversy arose it would 
be accompanied by the inevitable know- 
ledge on botti sides of the water that ar- 
bitration, not war, would result. 

Senators generally express themselves 
as loath to discuss tho arbitration treaty 
between this country and Great Britain, 
on the ground that they hnd not seen it. 

Senator Cullen, of Illinois, said that 
he was a believer in arbitration on gen- 
eral principles, and hoped the reported i 
treaty would i)rove satiafnctory. 

Senator Villas (Democrat), Wisconsin, 
said that, while he knew nothing of tho 
liresent convention, bo was a supporter 
of any )iro|)erly directed ellbrt to secure 
international arbitration, .adding that ho 
was especially zealous in his support of 
any proper measure to secure arbitration 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. 

^ " I believe," he said, " that tho .\nglo- 
Saxon race is destined to conquer the 
earth and that there ought to be close 
alliance between the two grea't nations. 
I do not, of course, want to be under- 
stood as saying that they should con- 
quer by force oTarms, but by their bene- 
licient institutions and superior civiliza- 
tion." 

The senator thonght this end iniglit bo 
promoted by a proper arbitration treaty, 
lie did not, however, approve of the sel- 
ection of tbo rulers of any continental 
country as an umpire in niattcrs of this 
kind, saying that he would rather trust 
to the fairness of Queen Victoria. 

Mil. EnwAiiD W'li.soN, of Cape Mudge, 
has left for home, having received the 
assurance from the provincial atsthori- 
ties that they will give the tronble 
among the Indians in the^ Salmon River 
district, referred to in Sunday's Colon- 
ist, tfcieir immediate 'attention. Tho 
Indian arrested will, it ia iJnderstood, be 
released unless the offence is more 
serious than is now supposed, and an 
officer from here will he sent to inquire 
into the whole trouble.

When Hon. Mr. Davies, the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries, was on the 
Coast, ft few weeks ago, he delivered an 

address in which he pointed out to tho 
benighted peoitle of liritiah Columbia 
tbat the market for their mituial pro- 
ducts was to he foiiiul ucrosH tlie border, 
in tbestates of Washington and Oregon, 
rather than Eastward with our neigh- 
bors on the other side of the Mountains. 
E.x-cept in coal, in which the ([uality of 
the article found in liritish Columbia is 
far sajierior to that produced in the Ta- 
ciilc Coast states, the description and 
quality of the products of this Province 
are almost identical with those possess- 
ed in Washington and Oregon. East- 
ward of us the conditions are entirely 
different. Our fish, lumlier, fruit and 
vegetables are in demand among the 
people of the Territories, since the 
climatic and geographical conditions 
there do not ])ermit of their iiroducing 
these things, wiiilo we are glad in ex- 
ehange to get their wheat, butter, cattle 
and sheep. One M'ould suppose, there- 
fore, that in that direction wore likely to 
be found the elements requisite for pro- 
fitable exchange and commerce. 

But as Jlr. Davies had only — to use 
his ov.'ii words — " just discovered British 
Columbia " — it is, perluu)S, not fair to 
))e too critical. Poasibly, a repetition of 
"trading jack-knives" migl^ not have 
the barren result that it had in the old 
nursery story. Anyliow, Mr. Davies 
was much in earnest and as he could 
not very well by himself abolish the 
tiiriir, he delermined to do what seemed 
within hia power and remove the quaran- 
tine regulations which are established 
for the protection of our great interior 
industry of cattle raising.

THE BISMARCK REVELATIONS. 

A short time ago teletrrams ai)|iea.U!il 
in all tho newspapers concerning the 
revelation of a secret treaty which exist- 
ed between Germany and Russia from 
ISSii to 18i)0. The disclosure was made 
j by the Hamburger Nachrichten, but the 
real author, or at least insnirer, is said 
to hiive been Prince iiismarck. A writer 
in tho December number of the ]''ort- 
niglitly lleview conteiuLs that tiie treaty 
was an act of treachery and that there 
was good reason for the indignation and 
alarm with which the revelations were 
received. Soon after the recent visit of 
the C/.ar to Paris some of the (iermaii 
editors considered that the statesmen of 
that country had blundereil in allowing 
i'rance and Russia to become sucii close 
friends. The blame of the coldness be 
tween Russia and Germany was thrown 
upon Prince Bismarck. It was true 
that the Russian statesman. Prince 
GortschakofT, hated Germany, but 
Gortschakoff died seven years before 
the ex-chancellor retired from ]iower, 
and a reconciliation might hav-» been 
eil'ected in that time if Bismarck had de- 
sired it. An answer to these reflections 
appeared in the Nachrichten. which de- 
clared that between 1884 and 1890 both 
onipirea were completely agreed that it 
either of them were alUivked tho other 
would remain benevolently neutral, 
and that Count Caprivi, on becoming 
Prime Minister of Germany, refused to 
coutinue this arrangement, although 
Russia iraB willing.

Watchial eyes saw not the object of a 
week's waiting in looking for the North- 
ern Pacific steamship Tacoina from 
China and Japan, last niglit. They will 
continue to scan the western horizon, 
but meanwhile apprehension for the big 
ship, which has crossed the Pacific hun- 
dreds of times in all sorts of weather, 
will increase with nearly everyone. The 
exception at present isMr. Xornian Ilar- 
die, agent of the vessel here, who, know- 
ing the staunchness of the emit and her 
history, is disinclined to believe thatany- 
thing wrong has happened, nourishing the 
idea that a continuance of bad weather 
has necessitated her procedure to port 
under a half head of steam. Be this as 
it mav, however, the Tacoina is out from 
Yokotiaina 21 days at least, giving her 
the greatest allowances. .She is, too, so 
far as known, laden with the right kind 
of cargo to facilitate speed, that is her 
freight, though large, is o,f a bulky 
nature. It 'amounts to 2,700 or 2,800 
tons measurement, and its value is 
greatly enhanced by large shipments of 
silk. The Tacoina is in command 
of Captain AVhistler, R. N. R., 
a man of considerable experience on the 
Paeilic, while there is an equally capable 
man in charge of her engine room in 
Robert McLellan. The ship was built 
by \V. Denny it Bros, at Dumbarton, 
Scotland, in 1870. Her gross tonnage is 
2,5 1!) and she is 1,662 tons register, iler 
length of keel is 327 feet; her beam ;>'.) 
feet, and her depth of hold 2(1 feet. For 
some time after she was built she plied 
on the Atlantic, being known then as 
the Batavia. In later years she was 
one of the C. P. Pacific liners, 
but not in ber whole history 
is there recorded against her a longer 
trip than the one still incomplete. What 
is detaining her now is, of course, prob- 
lematical. Weather is undoubtedly hav- 
ing something to do with it, for the 
steamship Agapanthus of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha line, which reached Seat- 
tle on Friday, reports rough experiences 
on the same voyage as the Tacoma is 
sujiposed to be making. Tlie longest 
voyaue previously mode by the Tacoma 
was 20 days and she came through that 
uninjured.

Shipping during the month of Decem- 
ber and the year of iH'Mi is thus reviewed 
by Messrs. II. P. Rithet c»t Co., Ltd., in 
their monthly statement: " The year 
which is now closing lias shown a steady 
improvement in business generally, al- 
though it is true that in exports the re- 
cord is not so favorable.

GENERAL ARBITRATION TREATY. 
a 

President Cleveland's Message, Transmit- 
ting the Draft of Proposed Arrange- 
ments to the Senate. 

Washihgton, Jan, 11. — ^The followinp 
is the text of the President's message, 
transmitting the general arbitration 
treaty to the senate : " I transmit here- 
with a treaty for the arbitration i of all 
matters of differenence between the 
United States and Great Britain. The 
provisions of the treaty are tho result of 
long and patient deliberation, and 
represent concessions made by 
each party for the sake ot 
agreement upon the general sebeine. 
Tuough the repnlt reached may 
not meet the vif\\H of tho advo- 
cates of inirufdiatc, unlimited and irre- 
vocable arbitratiuii oi- all international 
coiitrovereiee, it is nevertlielees conli- 
dently believed that the treaty cannot 
fail to bo everywhere recognized as a 
long step in the right direction and as 
embodying a practical working plan by 
which disputes between the two coun- 
tries will reach a peaceful adjustment as 
a matter of course and in ordinary 
routine. 

"To the initiation of such an iinport- 
iint movement, it must be ex])eeted that 
some of its failures will assume a tenta- 
tive character looking to a further ad- 
vance ; and yet it is apparent that the 
treaty which baa been formulated, not 
only makes war between the parties a 
remote possibility, but ])recludea these 
fears and rumors of war, which of them- 
Belves, too often assume the proiiortiims 
of a national iJiaaster. It ia eminently 
(itting.as well aa fortunate tiiat the at- 
tempt to accimiplish results bo beneti- 
cient, should be initiated by kindred 
peoples, speaking the same tongue and 
joined together by all the ties of common 
traditions, common institution and com- 
mon asfiirationa. 

" The exjieriment of subatituling civ- 
ili-/(-d methods for brute force as the 
means of aettling international (jnes- 
tiona of right, will thug be tried under 
the hajiiiiest auH[iices. Its siicceaa ought 
not to l)c doubtful, and tho fact that its 
ultimate ensuing benelits are not likely 
to he limited to the two coniitriea imme- 
diately concerned should cause it to In; 
promoted all the more eagerlj', Tho ex- 
ample set and the IcHaon fiirniahed by 
the successful operation of thia treaty 
are sure to be felt and taken to heart 
sooner or later by other nations and will 
thus mark the beginning of a new epoch 
in civilization. 

"Profoundly impressed aa I am there- 
fore by the promise of the trnnscendant 
good which thia treaty affords, I do not 
tiesitate to accompany its transmission 
with an expression of my earnest hope 
that it may commend itself to the favor- 
able consideration of the Senate,

JHeetiog of Cuttle Men— Loss Ay Fire— Many 
Kaiuloops Mines Bonded- 
Mining News. 

IFrom the Inland Sentinel.) 

Fire destroyed the contents and the 
interior of the house occupied by Miea 
Fraiili Ilarron, adjoining "the Imperial 
brewery, early Tuesday morning last.

That he was well 
pleased with what lie saw is evidenced 
bv bifl action in bouduig live claims for 
$2."j,000. The claims practically surround 
the Lucky Strike on Uoal Hill. lie 
secured tlio Bkiebird, an e.xtensiou of 
the lAicky Strike, from J. H. Morrison 
on a bond of $G,000, work to be com- 
niencod before February 1 ; tlio Neish- 
bor, another extension of the J^ucky 
Strike, and the Champion, an adjoining 
claim, from M. J. Mclvur, 11. Uevery 
an<l K. Blair, on a bond of $11,000, work 
to be commenced as above; the Golden 
Tip from J. H. Morrison and Gilbert 
Smith on a $4,000 bond and ttie Plioenix 
fi-om J. S. Bennet and P. A. Jenna on a 
$1,000 bond. Work on these two last 
claims is to be commenced before the 
end uf the month. 

Strong representations have been made 
to the Dominion goverument on behalf 
of nnd l>y tlie cattlemen of this district 
to conlinuo in force the existing (|uaran- 
line reumlations. The cattlemen of Al- 
berta have also taken action in the mat- 
ter, and it is a question whether the in- 
terests of the Fast will be allowed to 
over-ride tiiose of the VV^est, for the farm- 
ers of Ontario favor the removal of the 
regulations whilst the stock-raisers of 
tlie Northwest Territories and British 
Columbia desire their retention. Judg- 
ing from the expressions of opinion at 
the meeting of the Kamloopa Auriciil- 
tnral Assoeiation, Monday last, the re- 
moval ot the quarantine regulations 
means the closing of the Kootenay mar- 
kets to Canadian producers in favor of 
their American competitors. 

Work is to be beguu in earnest on the 
Lone Star and the Whale, on Sugar 
Loaf mountain. The prospects here are 
good. . 

An Oder was made by two practical 
American miners this week to sink a 
hundred-foot shaft on a claim on Cop- 
per Flat below the Iron Mask, tbev to 
retain the ore raised aa their remunera- 
tion. The ore on this claim is worth .tlO 
a ton at the surface. 

K. 11. Lvous and George Macdonald 
have taken out an outfit and will in a 
few davs begin development work on 
the Bonanza and Pothook, which they 
refused to bond last week for $10,000. 
The surface ore here is purple copper. 
A contract has been let for the erection 
of a 10x20 cabin on the Pothook claim. 

A short option has been given on the 
Bonnie Etta. No cash down was asked, 
but a condition of the bond is that work 
be started on acceptance of option and 
carried on continuously to an agreed 
depth. This is the best form of bond 
for the interests of the camp generally. 
The more development the camp gets 
the sooner will the ])oint be reached 
when tlie paying and permanent cliar- 
acter of the deposits will be acknowl- 
edged. 

R. .0. Symington, of San Francisco, 
paid a visit to Tran(iuiHe Creek last 
week to inspect the gold-buarfm: ground 
banks in that vicinity. He is an expert 
in Hydraulic mining and was sent for- 
ward from 'Frisco to report to a wealthy 
company who have in view the acquisi- 
tion of hydraulicing prospecs in this 
province. As mining experts usually 
are, he was reticent with regard to the 
work ho had in hand, but in conversa- 
tion with him, he left the impression 
that he was verv favorably impressed 
with v.-hat he had seen at Tranquille, 
anil fctatcd that tin- banks could be 
washed with great ease and at compar- 
iitivelv little outlav.

Oscar of Sweden to Act if a Tliii d Member 
of the Commission Is Needed.

arbitration of all disputes between the 
two nations, save those in which nation- 
al honor ia involved. 

It is proljable, also, that closely fol- 
lowing the conHtinimation of tlie agree- 
ment on tbe Venezuelan bonntlary dis- 
pute of diplomatic relations between 
Venezuela and Great Britain, wliich 
liave been served for some years as a re- 
sult of this dispute and the United States 
will be the intermediary bringing this 
about. Of course tho treaty, unlike tbe 
Venezuelan agreement, must be sub- 
mitted to the United States senate for 
approval, and in view of the short time 
remaining of the present session of con- 
gress, every effort will be made to have 
it submitted to that body at the earliest 
possible moment, probably, within a day 
or two.

I'urning to the water works, he said it was 
the duty of tbe/iicoming council to settli? 
that question. The se\vera<.;o system was 
briefly referred' to, and then Mr. Keillern, 
speaking of the lire departniciit, said he 
<lid not believe it would be wise to eluinge 
the jiroseut partly paid and pa-t call syii- 
tom without very serious consiiieration. 
.Hercneated his remarks of Saturday night 
in favor of pursuing some course of concil- 
iation and coinpensatiott .with <hose who 
■had sustained losses bjr the teidae dlinater, 
- and in closing he said if electeifhe would 
, try and work in h.'irmoiiy with the rrst 
the council for tlie best iiitemsls of the 
city. 

Mr. "W. .1. Dwyer, the next sjeaker, be- 
lieved that the roason the laayoriml cmiii- 
oil had so niueli fault found with tiiem 
was because their duties were irjt prepur 
ly niulerstood l)y the jiublic. The council 
were tied down to a certain procedure, and 
had to be careful that they eoniidied with 
the 3Iunici|ial Act. (jood streetannd good 
sidewalks he believed in, tVn- toiaalio the 
city attractive, drew iieople here and bene- 
fited the business men. Jle, like Mr. Red 
fern, thought that the subniittirg of the 
Wards by-law to the jieoplc was a useless 
expense, as the council sliould ha\-e t.xken 
the responsibility on themselves, lie fr.vor- 
eil anything that imprnved tlie omilition 
of Victoria and believed in ecoiioni; tlir.iigh 
not in culling ■ivages. ilu fivofjd good 
sewering and good lighting, and ii; Cdiidu 
sou said the rate]iayers siiould bt abli- ti 
tell by his actions when he was formerly in 
the council as to whether they slior.ld elect 
him. 

Mayfu- ISeaveii, who bad been detained 
earlier in the evening by acouucil neelirg, 
arrived about this lime and was cal.e<I. he 
took up the wards bv-hiw lirst, a'ld refer- 
ring to the stages of Its passing through the 
councii, said ibal us tlie council wis very 
evenly divided on the subject hi hail 
thought it better to have it referred to the 
electors, under the circumstances, rather 
than that the by-law should be 
liassed by liis casting vote, There- 
fore the people coulil say on Tliurs- 
<fay whether tliey wanted the by-law «rnot. 
Jle did not know that he was a very itrong 
advocate for proportioning expeiidit 
accordingto warils, but hv. <li<l nottliiiik 
that in the matter of sidewallcs and sireets 
Xorth Ward liiul been very badly treated. 
In sidewalks the e.vpenditure "by wards 
was; North, ^'i,b'.)2; Oatro .'f'J5(>; Siiutli, 
$575. lu streets the expenditure was: 
North, $18,410 (including ."jiaoOO for I'oint 
EUice bridge): Centre, .f.9,80a; South, 
!flO,Kr). Taking up the waterworks 
<|uest.ioii the speaker said that 
the council ■was not to blanic for delay in 
the matter as the work could not be tested 
until the winter months when the water 
was raised; tliia would ho clone very suoii, 
when the road al the side of the lake would 
he slKjrlly linished. The water, too, was 
louiid to be coming in at the side of the fil- 
ter bed. Ho did not think there would be 
any dilBculty in settling with the contrac- 
tors just OS Boon as the works Uould be put 
to a test. He had been charged with delay- 
ing the work, but for his part he could not 
see how. lie spoke in favor of asking the 
government to allow the i)ersonal property 
ta.x to go to tlio city, and elosetl by saying 
tiiat the niilitiamoirshoiild be cxtiujit froiii 
paying the revenue tax. 

After the mayor had taken his scat Mr. 
W. .1. Lediiigham asked: 

" Will you allow ine to ask you a qaes 
tion, Jlr, Mayor? 

'• Certainly," replied the mayor: ''I be- 
lieve ybtk^ asked me several duestionsthe 
othernigfit tvhich were very dQilcult toun- 
<ieratand, and 1 hardly tlililk you under- 
stand theiri yourself." ..l':v .' • •' 

At this tlie ttiuiience laughed and Mr. 
Ledingham subsided. 

Aid. ilacmilhui next took the floor and, 
discnssing the ward hj--liuv, objected to the 
vote on it being restrioteil to projierty 
owners. Jt was a fo'cgone conchisioii, 
too, that with very few e.vceptions 
Centre and Soutlnvard's would vote agninat 
it, and they -were not at all sure that nil 
North Ward would vote for it.- Nest he 
attacked' the innvor for not putting him on 
the coniniitteos fie wanted to bo on. The 
alderman, indeed, eomiilained, amid 
laughter, that he had been relegateil to the 
Old Men's Home, the Library ami the Hack 
committees. He was on the Streets coni- 
niittee too, the speaker remarkeil later on, 
and claimed that if it had nnt been for hi mi

share ol the cxnendlturB. He went 
r the history ot the -woterwofis from 
his staudpiiiiit. and claimed that it was not 
his fault if there was delay in liiiisliing 
them. The speaker branched oil' on at- 
tack on the Mayor, as he diil at Victoria 
West, and closed by declaring himself oji- 
posed to the personal tax and in favor of 
day labor as against contract. 

As Aid. Jlacmiihin vacated tlie platform 
Mayor JJeaven rose and claimed a shmt 
hearing. 

■ • This thing of Aid. Macniillan making 
Incorrect statements against me is getting 
monotonous, said his worship. "He pur- 
sued the same luetics at Victoria West, and 
though I don't want to tivke up the time I 
would Jiko to reply," 

Tiic audience Scenting fun in the air 
rhullv shouted to go ahead, and Ins wnr- 
diip climbed the platform and devoted his 
ittentioii to Aid. Macniillan. In tlie lirst 
place Aid. .Macmillan's conipiamt that 
Niirth w;ird liail been insulted beciuise he 
was md init on the eomniittee'i he wauled, 
was incorrect, for N'oi^th wanl hati as much 
represenlatioii mi the committees as the 
other wards. Vlie true inwardness, loo, of 
tlie dclav ill passing the estimates was be- 
cause •■■that talking machine, Aid. Mac- 
millan, delayed them." (Laughter.) Re- 
fen ing to the waterworks, the mayor said 
the the reservoir was still in the contrac- 
tors' hau'ls. 

Aid. Macniillan— " The agreenvjnl is 
signed to lake iloll' tbecoiitraelor-j bands."

"Now there was a 
very celebrated Chinaman here a short 
lime ago," wont on his worsliip — " Li Hung 
Chang — who had many millions to spend 
on railways in China. Aid. Macniillan 
coiisiilers himself lit to be the city engineer, 
the water commissioner, and callable even 
of giving advice to llie jiolice iiiagislrate, 
so 1 think Aid. Macniillan should 
emigrate to China and there amid his 
bnitliers show Li Hung Chuug how to build 
these railroads." 

The audience fairly roared over this fun, 
and .\ld. Macniillan got an opportunity to 
reply. 

tie proceeded to repeat that the mayor 
had delayed the oslimates, and 
wanted lo go on to other subjects, the 
crowd shouting " goon " and "sil down." 
t'lie alderiaan linally took the advice of the 
lalterand sat down, alter saying that the 
same tioil who made him made the China- 
man, and the mayor insulted liisOod when 
he said the Uhluaman was not a brother. 

Jlr. MeCandless, one of the new candi- 
dates for North Ward, made the last speech 
ot I lie evening, and as ii, was late was very 
brief. He w as iiui an .iHienii.ui lust year and 
was glad »i ii. ( l.uut.liti--r.) The council 
might liavi- liwhtd less and ilone a little 
iiuire business with fewer meetings. He 
was greatly in favor of a direct railway lo 
Kooleiiay, and pointed out the benefit it 
would be lo the city. Ueferring to the In- 
dian reserve, he said that for the last ten 
vears he had been trying to have 
o|>ened uii, and he thought now 
the authorities had taken it up 
it won hi be opened. If that area was 
brought into the city it would briii 
more revenue from taxes, and liiat was what 
was wanted. He .spoke strongly in favorof 
exempting the militia from tlie revenue 
lax and would do all he could to have it re 
moved. He would like to see good streets 
but to gel them the cilizens had to pay for 
them. He had been in Taconia,.S)iokane aiu' 
otiier ])laces in the United states lately and 
he couiil tell them that the. streets of Vic 
loria were better. As far as his ability 
went, however, he would endeavor to get 
them good streets. He' thought the city 
should have the personal property tiix 
made over to it, and he tiiought that would 
give plenty of money to niakegooil streets 
He closed a short practical speech by in 
viliiig the electors to vote tor him and 
promising to do his best for the city if 
elected. 

This closed the meeting, it being half- 
[last eleven when the audience dispersed. 



ilASSACEED IN AFEICA. 

A Peaceful British Party Slain— The Queen's 
Anniversary— R.C. Clergy in Rome. 

LoNDCN', Jan. 11. — The foreign oflice 
baa received private confirmation of 
news from Bouny, on the Guinea 
coast, telling of the massacre of Consul 
Phillipa and party while on a peaceful 
mission to Benin city. 

In reply to namerous inquiries on the 
subject, the Prince of Wales issued a 
statement to-day saying tliat the tiueen 
still adhered to her decision to refrain 
from exfJi-esBing an opinion on the prO' 
poaala to celebrate the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of her reigu. 

A Koine dispatch to the Daily Mail 
says tliat the Popt-- lias issued au order 
forbidding priests cot belonging to the 
Roman dioceso to dwell there 
under penalty of suspension. It 
also threatens measures against 
the resident clergy who are seen 
on the streets after certain hours. 

The Cfironicie says in an editorial : 
"We announce this morning tlie event 
of the nineteenth century," and follows 
this ■with a preamble anil text of 15 
articles of the general arbitration treaty 
signt^d yesterday at Wasliington between 
the United States and Great Britain.

"Aid. Wilson has evidently been mis- 
informed as to uiy position in this mat- 
ter," said Aid. liumphrey. " I can tell 
him plainly no action of iniiio has calleil 
[or such language as he has seen ht to 
make use of." 

Ar.i). jMAUciiANT's remarks were also 
conciliatory. Aid. Wilson might have 
been niiisinformed, or something he 
migiit have said in jest might liavo been 
iniaconatrued. In this event lie could 
not but exjiress regret. 

And so the matter ended, the Mayor 
sharply, anticipating further diBonssion 
by calling tor the communications of the 
iveek. 

The first of these was from A. J. 
Dallain, who complained that the road 
between the two- lakes at Beacon Hill 
park had been left in a dangerous con- 
dition since the pipe connecting the 
lakes bad been placed in position, llo 
liiniself had struck the nntooked for ob- 
struction ■vvhilo enjoying a bicycle spin, 
and bad it not been for the Brooks 
spring seat post on his mount would un- 
doubtedly iiavG had a bad fall. The 
leiiter went to the city engineer, he be- 
ing given power to act immediately. 

William Smith, a resident and (i rate- 
payer, complained that unjust discrimi- 
nation was being made against the ue- 
serving and needy married men of the 
city in the allotment of 8t?,jet work. 

Ai.i). P.MmiiutiK moved that this be 
received and file.u, with the observation 
that corporacicn work tjould not be pro- 
vided for evBryone. At the same time 
ho wishei'i to bring to the attention of 
tht! 'p'iard a sulijcct w hich he held to be 
dMorving of inijuiry. llo had lately 
been twitted with liavitiu profited by the 
improveiiieiit works at I'.lk lake in a 
somewhat peculiar manner. It was said 
that when the Iriiid there was cleared, 
the timber instead of being burned 
in the usual manner had been 
cut up into cordwood lengths at the cost 
of the corporation and sent to the city, 
yome of the aldermen wore said to liave 
got this wood, and he had for one been 
so charged, hie had denied this em- 
phatically at the time, and he again de- 
nied it at the council board. At the 
SHin-e time he wished to ask the Mayor if 
he had any knowledge of the transaction. 

"I certainly have not," replied His 
Worship. "As a matter of fact this is 
the first I have heard of it." 

Al». P.\irruii)Gi'; firmly believed there 
was a substantial foundation for the 
story, and closed by expressing a deter- 
mination to ferret the matter to the bot- 
tom. 

" Is this the first you heard of that 
story," inquired Aid. Glover, "why that 
was old news a month ago." 

Ai.i). Hi.'.'iiPUKKY treated the report as 
" too silly altogether to make inquiry 
into." 

" I'm afraid you wou't find it silly 
when I get through with it, as far as you 
arc concerned," was Aid. Partridge's re 
joinder and his parting shot. 

Ai.D. C.\MER0.v disapproved of the in^ 
troduetion of this side issue in connec 
tion with the business in hand. He 
moved the reference of the communica- 
tion to the city engineer for report, at 
the same time commenting that there 
seemed to bo a grave ditliculty in the 
matter complained of. A number of 
steady, reliable men were very " hard 
up" at present, and believed themselves 
discriminated against. In tlie allot 
ment of corporation work he maintained 
that, all other things being e<junl, mar 
ried men with families should have the 
preference. 

Ai.i). Gi.ovKR instanced another some- 
what similar case of complaint, and, 

Am>. M.acmili.an explained that the 
street coininitteo had not during the 
year interfered with the street superin- 
tendent in the selection or discharge 
of his men, although some young 
men were employed who not 
only had no one depending up- 
on them, but were not capable 
workmen. He had spoken to the street 
supetintendent once on the subject, and 
had received the information froiii that 
official that he "would do as be damn 
pleased." After that he had left the 
street superintendent alone, and if any 
one was to blame it was therefore the 
street superintendent. 

The resolution at presented by Aid. 
Cameron was adopted. 

A letter from Captain J. D. Warren, 
complaining of the dangerous condition 
of Telegraph street, was referred to the 
streets committee for action, and the 
order of reports was immediately pro- 
ceeded with. 

Umier lliis head the plumbing and 
sewerage inspector, George Watson, re- 
plied to a recent resolution of the board 
of health — re sewer connections— as fol- 
lows ; 

"At present there are 215 connections 
yet to be made with sewers already laid. 
Since taking otlice oil the lolh of April, 
1800, 1 have issued 125 notices to pro- 
perty owners to connect, besides 12 let- 
ters. I have also notified 182 property 
owners a second time, the notice being 
signed by the city solicitor. The reasons 
these connections are not made I am not 
in a position to state. 

" When 1 reported for duly on the 
Kith April I was placed by the Mayor 
under the direction of the city 
engineer, from whom I have since 
taken all my instructions. My ortlers 
from liiui were not to force connections 
tinleas a nnisance existed on the prem 
ises, nor where the property owners 
were not in a position financially to go 
on with the work. 

"Some time ago I went to the city 
solicitor for information as to the for- 
cing of sewer connections, and was told 
tbat I should consult the mayor liefore

summoning anyone. I then took a list 
of those who tiad been notified a second 
time lo the mayor, with the letters of ex- 
I)lanation from property owners. Since 
that time I have had no reply from his 
worship. 

" Following is a Btiinniary of coimec- 
t'.ons for US'.ifi: Yet to be made at L-ith 
April, 200 ;cannections iiiade,l8t January 
to 12th April, 15; connections made, 
loth April to 3lst December, 121." 

The report was tabled for considera- 
tion at the adjourned meeting of the 
board of health. 

The electric light committee reported 
that thev could not grant the petition of 
James McCorkall and others for an elec- 
tric light at Sayward avenue and North 
road, the circuit being already overtax- 
ed ; the fire wardens reported having 
granted Foreman McUeury a two 
nionths' vacation; the jirinting commit- 
tee reported on their work of con- 
densing the annual reiinrts, advising 
the issue of two hundred and fifty copies : 
and the streets committee advised a re- 
port from the city engineer as lo the 
cost of a crossing on Government street 
between Yates and Johnson — as well as 
recommending the layinir of a box drain 
on Lansdowne road. All these reports 
were adopted without debate, while re- 
ports from the cily engineer, city 
treasurer and water ccmmissioner 
were referred to the printing committee 
unread. 

The last businesB of the evening was 
in the form of a unanimously adopted 
resolution presented by Aid. Wiiliams 
and MacmiUan, as follows ; 

" That whereas Mr. W. K. Bull has 
acted as returning oflicer at muni- 
cipal elections in this city for 
the past twenty years and has 
always fulfilled his duties in connection 
with that position in a iborougiily cap- 
able and satisfactory manner ; therefore 
be it resolved that this council upon his 
retirement, desires to place on record its 
appreciation of the valuable services he 
has rendered the city as returning ofiicer 
for so long a time." 

Alo. Williams, in passing, briefly 
eulogized Mr. Bull for his fidelity and 
attention to the city's interests during 
many successive years, and Aid. Mar- 
chant followed in similar vein, express- 
ing hearty appreciation of Mr. Bull's 
long and faithful services. Incidentivl ly 
he remarked that not a single mayor or 
alderman whom Mr. Bull had declared 
elected had died during his term of office 
— this v/iij a record that probably no 
other returning oJEHcer in America could 
parallel.
